Tue charge on which Liout. Carey was 
brought before Court Martial was that of 
‘thaving misbehaved before the enemy on 
June 1, when in command of an escort in 
attendance on the Prince Imperial, who 
was making a reconnaissance in Zululand ; 
in having, when the said Prince and escort 
were attacked by the enemy, galloped away ;

We hear that the vexed question of the 
hulk Cadiz at Chinklang has at last been 
decided in favour of the ship, and that she 
is to return toa berth near her original 
pares.

which will entail considerable expense on 
her owners in the removal of her old moor- 
ings, ‘The whole proceedings in the matter

Department reports that the Loochoo ia- 
landers are in a state of disquietude. Also 
that one of the attendants of the late king, 
named Sakuma, and thirty others, -have 
left their homes and gone no one kuows 
where ; but it is thought probable that they 
have gone to China. : 

The steady advanco in the price of rico 
has attracted the attention of the Minister 
of Finance, H. E. Okuma, who proposes 
selling the rico stored in government 
godowns, a0 as to bring down the -price 
within reach of the poorer classes of the 
people. With this object in view, 8,600 
koku, from the storehouses at Asakusa, 
were put up for aale in Tokio to-day (11th); 
and about 30,000 koku will shortly bo sol 
in various parts of the country. : 

Tho agrarian riots which have occurred 
at Niigata {nu consequence of the alteration’ 
in the land tax, high price of rico and 
quarantine regulations, have assumed a- 
more serious aspect than we were at first 
led to sappose. Intelligence has been re- 
colved in Tokio that the whole male popula- 
tion of the villago of Tarni, numbering 
about six *hundred, marched in a body on 
the town of Niigata on.the 7th iastant, 
committing’ numerous depredations by the 
way. . -Onentering the town the rioters im- 
mediately made for the police stations, 
which they attacked, The police-defended 
themselves and their offices gallantly, but 
had to give way before the infuriated mob,. 
“but not before. some thirty men altogether 
bad been oither killed-or seriously wounded 
in the affray. In the meantime word was’ 
aent to the military station of Shibata, dia- 
tant aboye five ri from Niigata, ‘and a 
detachment of troops were immediately sont 
to quell the disturbance, but before they 
arrived the police had rallied and attacked 
the mob, whom they succeeded in dispers- 
ing. It appears that the principal objeot 
of the rioters in attacking Niigata was to 
prevent the exportation of rico by the mor- 
chauts of that port, as they fear that that 
article will continue to rise-in price, if its 
exportation is permitted, so that they will 
be unable to purchase it for home con- 
sumption, and their families will suffer in 
consequence. so
